INTRODUCTION 

This  list  gives  the  titles  with  issuance  and  revision  dates,  classified  by  sub- 
jects, and  procedures  for  ordering  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
publications  that  are  either  available  free  from  the  Department  or  for  sale  by 
the  Government  Printing  Office.  It  also  gives  procedures  for  ordering  periodi- 
cals, motion  pictures,  slidefilms,  and  other  visual  aids.  This  material  is  intended 
principally  for  the  use  of  farmers,  homemakers,  research  workers,  teachers, 
and  others  who  are  interested  in  agriculture  and  related  subjects. 

In  the  past,  the  List  of  Available  Publications  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  was  published  annually.  Because  of  lack  of  funds  it  was 
not  published  during  1943,  1944,  1946  or  1947. 

Agricultural  experiment  stations  in  each  State  investigate  the  agricultural 
problems  of  their  States.  Their  published  reports  can  be  obtained  from  the 
stations,  usually  free  of  charge.  Addresses  of  these  stations  are  listed  on 
page  12. 

The  agricultural  extension  service,  which  is  maintained  by  the  States  and 
the  Department,  is  represented  in  nearly  every  county  by  an  agricultural 
agent  and  in  many,  by  home  demonstration  agents.  These  agents  are  well 
informed  about  the  agriculture  and  home  problems  in  their  counties.  They 
can  give  valuable  information  concerning  conditions  and  practices  there  and 
also  about  many  things  prospective  farmers  or  homemakers  need  to  know. 
The  office  of  these  county  agents  and  home  demonstration  agents  is  usually 
located  at  the  county  seat.

DISTRIBUTION  OF  PUBLICATIONS 

Publications  are  free  in  limited  quantities,  usually  10  at  any  one  time, 
unless  a  price  is  given.  Use  the  following  instructions  as  a  guide: 

American  Educational  Institutions 

Libraries  and  instructors  may  obtain  as  many  as  50  free  publications.  Justi- 
fication is  required  if  more  are  ordered.  The  Department  is  unable  to  supply 
them  in  quantity  for  individual  textbook  use. 

Extension  Workers 

Publications  can  be  had  in  quantities  if  application  has  cleared  through  the 
State  publications-distribution  officer.  His  office  is  usually  located  at  the  State 
college.  In  many  cases  the  distribution  officer  is  the  State  extension  director 
or  State  extension  editor.  Clearance  is  not  required  if  50  or  fewer  publications 
are  ordered.  Send  letters  not  requiring  clearance  to:  Extension  Service,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

Foreign  Governments  and  Institutions 

No  printed  publications  issued  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  or  any  of 
its  Bureaus  will  be  sent  regularly  to  any  foreign  government,  organization 
or  private  agency,  unless  exchange  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
Librarian  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  Department's  Library, 
however,  will  be  glad  to  arrange  for  such  exchange  of  publications.  All 
inquiries  concerning  the  exchange  of  publications  should  be  addressed  to  the 
Library,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

6.  If  you  find  it  necessary  to  renew  your  request,  please  state  specifically 
which  ones  were  ordered.  The  Department  receives  thousands  of  requests 
each  day  for  publications  and  it  is  impossible  to  keep  records  on  each  one. 

HOW  PUBLICATIONS  MAY  BE  OBTAINED  IN  QUANTITIES 

The  law  governing  the  printing  and  distribution  of  Government  publica- 
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tions  provides  that  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing 
Office,  may  have  printed  for  sale  any  publication  of  which  there  is  a  demand 
that  cannot  be  filled  free.  Therefore,  if  more  publications  are  needed  than 
are  allowed  free  they  may  usually  be  purchased.  See  pages  159-171  for  prices 
of  the  publications  included  in  the  list. 

Members  of  Congress  receive  an  allotment  of  Farmers'  Bulletins  and 
Leaflets  for  such  distribution  as  they  wish  to  make.  Hence  it  is  often  possible 
to  obtain  more  copies  than  the  Department  of  Agriculture  can  supply  by 
applying  to  a  United  States  Senator  or  Representative. 

HOW  TO  ORDER  PUBLICATIONS  THAT  ARE  FOR  SALE 

(Use  order  blanks  on  pages  185-191) 

1.  Send  order  and  remittance  for  publications  listed  for  sale  only,  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington  25, 
D.  C.  Do  not  send  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

2.  Remittances  must  be  made  in  advance  of  shipment  of  publications, 
either  by  coupons,  sold  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  in  sets  of  20  for 
$1.00  and  good  until  used,  or  by  check,  money  order,  or  postal  note  payable 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Documents.  Currency  may  be  sent  at  sender's  risk. 
Foreign  money  and  defaced  or  smooth  coins  are  not  acceptable.  Do  not  send 
postage  stamps. 

3.  Postage  is  not  required  for  shipment  within  the  United  States,  including 
Alaska,  Canal  Zone,  Guam,  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico,  Samoa  (U.  S.),  and  Virgin 
Islands  (U.  S.),  nor  for  shipment  to  Bolivia,  Canada,  Chile,  Colombia,  Costa 
Rica,  Cuba,  Dominican  Republic,  Ecuador,  El  Salvador,  Guatemala,  Haiti, 
Honduras  (Republic  of),  Mexico,  Newfoundland  (including  Labrador),  Nica- 
ragua, Panama,  Paraguay,  Peru,  Uruguay,  and  Venezuela. 

4.  For  shipment  to  all  other  countries  not  mentioned  in  paragraph  3,  an 
additional  amount  of  about  one-third  of  the  purchase  price  is  required. 
Exception:  When  subscribing  for  a  periodical  do  not  send  postage,  as  this  is 
provided  for  In  the  subscription  price.  Remittances  should  be  made  by  inter- 
national money  order  or  draft  on  an  American  bank,  payable  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

5.  A  discount  of  25  percent  is  allowed  to  authorized  book  dealers  and  to 
quantity  purchasers  of  100  or  more  publications  on  condition  that  the  pur- 
chasers will  adhere  to  the  public  sale  price  set  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Documents  and  that  publications  shall  not  be  overprinted  with  any  adver- 
tising matter. 

6.  Deposit  accounts  may  be  opened  with  the  Superintendent  of  Documents. 
In  order  to  open  such  an  account  send  in  a  check  in  the  amount  of  $5.00, 
requesting  a  deposit  account,  together  with  your  correct  name  and  address. 
Sufficient  deposit  to  take  care  of  the  publications  ordered  must  be  on  hand 
at  all  times.

The  culture  and  marketing-  of  crops,  includ- 
ing new  varieties  that  are  developed,  are  also  described  in  this  series.  They 
are  intended  chiefly  for  use  by  specialized  operators,  growers,  or  processors,  or 
for  use  under  special  conditions  or  phases  of  agriculture  requiring  specific 
discussion.  Circulars  supersede  the  old  series  known  as  Department  Circulars.

These  studies  are  intended  to  determine  the 
effect  of  agricultural  land  use  practices  on  soil  and  water  conservation  and 
on  floods.

yields,  and  suggestions  for  its  use  and  management;  (4)  a  technical  discus- 
sion of  the  mode  of  origin  of  the  soils  of  the  area,  and  of  their  characteristics 
in  relation  to  the  major  soil  groups  of  the  Nation;  (5)  a  general  description 
of  the  climate,  agriculture,  markets,  transportation  facilities,  industries, 
population,  and  other  items  of  interest,  concerning  the  area.  See  pages

STATISTICAL  BULLETINS 

This  series  consists  mainly  of  tables  giving  statistics  on  one  or  more  closely 
related  agricultural  commodities.  They  contain,  insofar  as  possible,  statistics 
of  foreign  and  domestic  production  and  marketing,  including  movement  from 
the  farm,  receipts  at  principal  markets,  reshipments,  farm  and  market  prices, 
and  exports  and  imports.  They  are  of  particular  interest  to  persons  actually 
engaged  in  marketing,  or  any  business  affected  by  agricultural  production 
and  marketing. 

TECHNICAL  BULLETINS 

Technical  Bulletins  contain  results  of  research  work  carried  on  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  its  cooperators.  They  are  written  in  technical 
language  and  are  intended  chiefly  for  distribution  to  scientists  and  specialists 
in  the  fields  studied.  Usually  a  comparatively  small  edition  is  printed  which 
limits  the  number  of  copies  that  are  available  for  free  distribution.  This  series 
supersedes  the  old  series  known  as  Department  Bulletins. 

YEARBOOKS 

For  several  years  prior  to  1936  the  Yearbook  was  made  up  of  detailed 
agricultural  statistics  and  of  brief  summaries  of  new  developments  in  agri- 
culture. From  1936  to  1942,  two  separate  volumes  were  issued  each  year,  one 
containing  detailed  analytical  statistics  of  agriculture  and  the  other  contain- 
ing articles  on  agricultural  problems  and  research  findings.  Because  of  the 
war,  the  Yearbook  for  the  years  1943-47  was  combined  into  one  edition, 
"Science  in  Farming." 

The  1948  Yearbook  of  Agriculture,  entitled  "Grass,"  is  devoted  to  grass- 
land agriculture.  It  contains  892  pages  and  is  illustrated.  Its  major  articles 
discuss  the  place  of  the  grasses,  legumes,  and  associated  plants  in  animal 
feeding,  conservation,  rotations,  farm  management  soil  building,  pastures, 
highways,  airfields,  playgrounds,  and  lawns.  One  section  treats  of  the  handling 
of  grass  in  each  of  the  major  sections  of  the  country.  Numerous  tables  and 
charts  give  detailed  recommendations  regarding  seeding  mixtures  and  fer- 
tilization. The  needs  and  uses  of  the  more  common  grasses  and  legumes  are 
considered  at  length.  See  page  41.
